BEGAN FILING OUT WITH THEIR' HANDS OVER THEIR HEADS. SHE HEARD A 
MAN MOANING IN THE KITCHEN FOR ABOUT AN HOUR AFTER THE SHOTS WERE 
FIRED AND ASSUMED THAT HE HAD BEEN WOUNDED. THREE MEN WERE WITH 
THE STAFF AS THEY CAME OUT OF THE KITCHEN AND THEY HAD MACHINE GUNS 
WITH SHOULDER STRAPS. THEY ALSO HAD GRENADES. THEY ORDERED AN AREA 
CLEARED IN THE CENTER OF THE DINING ROOM AND EVERYONE WAS KEPT THERE 
FOR TWO TO THREE HOURS. THE THREE MEN WITH GUNS WERE SHOUTING AT 
THEM IN WHAT WAS BELIEVED TO BE ARABIC AND GIVING ORDERS IN POOR

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ENGLISH, DURING THIS TIME, ONE AUSTRIAN MAN WAS HIT ACROSS THE 
CHEST. ALTOGETHER ABOUT FOUR HUNDRED PEOPLE WERE GATHERED IN THE 
DINING ROOM. 

AFTER TWO TO THREE HOURS IN THE DINING ROOM, THEY WERE ORDERED 
TO THE ARETZI (PHONETIC) (PH) LOUNGE WHERE THEY WERE AGAIN KEPT IN 
A TIGHT GROUP IN ONE PART OF THE LOUNGE. THE VERBAL ABUSE IN

IN THE BEGINNING, THE HIJACKERS ASKED IF ANYONE WAS JEWISH AND 
ONE AUSTRIAN COUPLE SAID YES. THEY RECEIVED A LOT OF VERBA'L ABUSE 
BECAUSE OF THIS FROM THE HIJACKERS. THE KLINGHOFFER' S DID NOT 


SAY THEY WERE JEWISH AND BELIEVED THE HIJACKERS HAD NO WAY OF KNOWING

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WHO WAS. LATER THEY ASKED WHO THE AMERICANS WERE AND THE AMERICANS 
IDENTIFIED THEMSELVES. THEY WERE THEN SEGREGATED. THE REST OF THE 
PASSENGERS SEEMED TO GROUP UP BY NATIONALITY, THE ITALIANS, THE ' 
GERMANS, ETC., WITHIN THE SMALL AREA THEY WERE ALL CONFINED TO. 

THERE WERE TEN TO TWELVE AMERICANS, AND KEPT NEARBY WERE SIX BRITISH- 
DANCING GIRLS WHO PERFORMED ON THE SHIP. AT TIMES, THEY WERE ALL 
MADE TO CHANT TOGETHER "ARAFAT YES, AMERICA NO, REAGAN TERRIB.LR." 

THE CAPTAIN CAME DOWN TO THE LOUNGE A FEW TIMES TO TALK TO 
THE PASSENGERS BUT NEVER CAME OVER TO THE AMERICAN GROUP. HE MADE 
SEVERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS AT TIMES OVER THE PUBLIC ADDRESS SYSTEM ALSO 
TO TRY AND CALM THE PASSENGERS. 

' THE. HIJACKERS NEVER SAID WHAT ORGANIZATION THEY BELONG TO OR 
WHAT THEY WANTED. AT ONE POINT ONE SAID "ME PALESTINIAN, ME GOOD. 
YOU AMERICAN, NO GOOD. YOU BRITISH, NO GOOD." SHE DID NOT KNOW 
WHICH OF THEM WAS IN CHARGE. AT ONE POINT, THEY TOOK THE JEWELRY 
FROM SEVERAL PASSENGERS, INCLUDING HER HUSBAND'S WATCH AND GAVE IT 
TO ONE OF THE HIJACKERS WITH THE BEARD. THE REST WERE CLEAN-SHAVEN. 
THE BEARDED HIJACKER LATER GAVE HER HUSBAND'S WATCH BACK TO HIM. 
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WHEN THEY WERE 15 TO 20 MILES, HER ESTIMATE, OFF THE SYRIAN 
COAST, THE AMERICANS AND BRITISH GIRLS WERE ORDERED UP ON DECK. 

MRS. KLINGHOFFER PUSHED HER HUSBAND'S WHEELCHAIR WITH THE GROUP TO 

THE STAIRS. AT THIS POINT, ONE OF THE HIJACKERS SAID HE 

(MR. KLINGHOFFER) CANNOT GO UP THE STAIRS AN-D TO LEAVE HIM THERE. 

SHE WENT UP WITHOUT. HIM. 

THEY WERE BROUGHT TO AN AREA BELOW THE BRIDGE OF THE SHIP 
WHERE THEY SPREAD THE AMERICANS AND BRITISH OUT ACROSS THE DECK 
AREA AND PUT CANS OF BENZINE AROUND AND AMONG THEM, REMOVING THE 
TOPS OFF THE CANS. 

IT APPEARED THE HIJACKERS TOOK A LIKING TO THE BRITISH GIRLS 
AND THEY WOULD WALK OVER TO THEM AND DROP HALF SMOKED CIGARETTES 
IN FRONT OF THEM, ALLOWING THEM TO PICK THEM UP AND SMOKE. THE

AFTER ABOUT ONE TO ONE AND A HALF HOURS, WHILE SITTING ON THE 
LEFT SIDE OF THE SHIP IN THE GROUP, SHE HEARD TWO SHOTS AND 'A SPLASH 
AS THOUGH SOMETHING HIT THE WATER. SHE REMEMBERS AT THAT MOMENT 
LOOKING UP AND SEEING THE CAPTAIN ON THE BRIDGE LOOKING DOWN AT. HER.

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THEY REMAINED SITTING ON THAT DECK FOR ANOTHER HOUR, STILL HAVING 
TO SIT UP STRAIGHT. SHE AT ONE POINT PLACED HER HANDBAG BEHIND HER 
TO LEAN BACK ON FOR SUPPORT BUT THEY ORDERED HER TO REMAIN UPRIGHT. 
AT THE TIME SHE HEARD THE SHOTS, THREE OUT OF THE FOUR HIJACKERS 
WERE PRESENT ON THE DECK GUARDING THEM. THE FOURTH, THE ONLY ONE 
WITH A BEARD AND MUSTACHE, WAS MISSING. SHE BELIEVES HE WAS CALLED 
(PH). SHE IS NOT SURE OF THE NAMES OF THE OTHERS. WHEN 
CAME TO THE DECK AREA, SHE DID NOT NOTICE ANYTHING UNUSUAL ABOUT 
HIM SUCH AS BLOOD ON HIS SHIRT AND PANTS AS REPORTED IN THE PRESS. 

THEY WERE THEN ORDERED BACK DOWN TO THE LOUNGE AND IT APPEARED 
FROM WHAT PEOPLE WERE SAYING THAT THE SYRIANS WERE NOT ALLOWING THE 
SHIP TO DOCK. „ SHE IMMEDIATELY ASKED WHERE HER HUSBAND WAS. THE 
HIJACKERS WOULD 'NOT TELL HER. AT ONE POINT, ONE OF THE BRITISH 
GIRLS, WITH DARK HAIR, SAID HER HUSBAND HAD HEART PALPITATIONS AND 
HAD BEEN BROUGHT TO THE HOSPITAL. 

FOR THE NEXT TWO DAYS, UNTIL THE HIJACKERS LEFT, SHE HAD NO

COULD NOT RECALL ANY NAME 


BY WHICH THIS INDIVIDUAL WAS CALLED. 

SAID THAT HE COULD RECALL ANOTHER ONE OF THE GUNMEN 
WHO HE REFERRED TO AS SUBJECT "NUMBER TWO", BECAUSE HE WAS 
PARTICULARLY NASTY. THIS INDIVIDUAL WAS ALSO TALL, APPROXIMATELY 
6'-6'l" , AND APPEARED TO BE ABOUT 27 YEARS OF AGE. SUBJECT 
NUMBER TWO WAS CLEAN SHAVEN AND WORE WESTERN-STYLE CASUAL ' 


CLOTHING. 


SAID THAT HE DID NOT SEE AS MUCH OF THE OTHER TWO 


GUNMEN, BUT RECALLED THAT THEY ALL DRESSED ALIKE, IN CASUAL 
WESTERN-STYLE CLOTHING. HE DID RECALL THAT SUBJECT NUMBER ONE 
WORE WHITE ATHLETIC STYLE SHOES,. HE NEVE.R LEARNED THE REAL NAMES 
OF ANY OF THE GUNMEN, BUT THOUGHT THAT HE HEARD THE NAMES 
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AND | | BEING USED BY MEMBERS OF THE GROUP TO GET THE ATTENTION 

OF OTHER MEMBERS. 

AS AN EXAMPLE OF THE NASTY ATTITUDE EXHIBITED BY SUBJECT 


NUMBER TWO, 


RECALLED HOW HE HAD TERRORIZED SEVERAL OF 


THE PASSENGERS SOMETIME AFTER MIDNIGHT ON WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


THIS INDIVIDUAL TOOK 


AND HIS WIFE, TWO OTHER FEMALE 


PASSENGERS, AND TWO OF THE ENGLISH WOMEN AND SAT THEM ON THE 
BANDSTAND IN THE LOUNGE. HE THEN GAVE THREE OF THE WOMEN HAND 
GRENADES WITH THE PINS REMOVED TO- HOLD. IT APPEARED THAT THE 
IDEA OF THIS EXERCISE WAS TO MAKE THE WOMEN BELIEVE THAT 
ANY LAPSE IN THEIR ENDURANCE WHICH WOULD CAUSE THEM TO LOSE 
A GRIP ON THE GRENADES WOULD COST THEM THEIR LIVES. HE SAID THAT 
THIS EXERCISE DID NOT GO ON FOR LONG, HOWEVER, BECAUSE SUBJECT 
NUMBER ONE SUCCEEDED IN TALKING SUBJECT NUMBER TWO OUT OF 


PROCEEDING WITH IT- 


BELIEVED THAT THIS GAME WAS ENDED 


BECAUSE OF AN ANNOUNCEMENT THAT THE SHIP WOULD BE LEAVING AROUND 


6:00 OR 6:30 IN THE MORNING. 


ADDED THAT THIS INTER- 


CESSION ON THE PART OF SUBJECT NUMBER ONE WAS ONE OF SEVERAL 


INCIDENTS WHICH LED HIM TO BELIEVE THAT SUBJECT NUMBER ONE WAS 
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THE MOST SYMPATHETIC OF THE FOUR GUNMEN. | RECALLED ONE 

OTHER SPECIFIC ASPECT CONCERNING THE APPEARANCE OF EITHER SUBJECT 
NUMBER THREE OR SUBJECT NUMBER FOUR. HE SAID THAT ONE OF THESE 
TWO INDIVIDUALS WAS APPARENTLY IRRITATED ON THE BACK OF HIS 
NECK BY HIS RIFLE SLING AND EVENTUALLY WRAPPED SOME TYPE OF 
CLOTH AROUND THE SLING. 


RECALLED THAT THE HARASSMENT TO WHICH THE AMERICAN 
PASSENGERS WERE SUBJECTED DURING BOTH NIGHTS OF THEIR CAPTIVITY 
CONSISTED MAINLY OF THE CONSTANT BRANDISHING OF RIFLES AND 
HAND GRENADES IN A THREATENING MANNER AND THE UTTERANCE OF 
REPEATED PROPAGANDA STATEMENTS IN CRUDE ENGLISTH. THESE UTTERANCES 
CONSISTED MAINLY OF ANTI-AMERICAN AND ANTI-REAGAN ATTACKS AND 
PRO-ARAFAT STATEMENTS. HE RECALLED AN OCCASIONAL REFERENCE 
TO A RECENT INCIDENT WHICH HE BELIEVED TO BE THE ISREALI RAID 
ON TUNIS. 


SAID THAT NONE OF THE GUNMEN EVER REVEALED 
ANYTHING PERSONAL IN NATURE ABOUT HIMSELF AND THAT COMMUNICATION 
WAS GENERALLY LIMITED TO CRUDE COMMANDS AND CRUDE PROPAGANDA 
• STATEMENTS. 


STATED THAT THE PASSENGERS WERE NOT BODILY ATTACKED 
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OR ROBBED WITH THE EXCEPTION OF MURDER VICTIM LEON KLINGHOFFER 
AND ONE OTHER MALE PASSENGER WHOSE WATCHES WERE TAKEN. HE DID 
STATE HOWEVER THAT THE VALUABLES WHICH HE AND HIS WIFE HAD LEFT 
WITH THE SHIP'S PURSER HAD DISAPPEARED. HE WAS NOT CERTAIN THAT 
THE GUNMEN HAD TAKEN THEM AND ADDED THAT THEY WENT TO GREAT 
PAINS TO DEMONSTRATE THAT THEY HAD NOT STOLEN ANYTHING FROM 
THE SHIP OR OTHER PASSENGERS. 

ADVISED THAT THE ITALIAN CREW OF THE ACHILLE LAURO 
APPEARED TO BE EXTREMELY COOPERATIVE WITH THE FOUR GUNMEN. HE 
ADDED, HOWEVER, THAT THIS COOPERATION DID NOT APPEAR TO BE PART 
OF A CONSPIRACY INCLUDING ANY OF THE CREW MEMBERS. HE SAID THAT 
THE SHIP'S COOKS WERE ALLOWED TO BAKE BREAD AND THAT THE PASSENGERS 


WERE SERVED SANDWICHES PERIODICALLY. 


STATED THAT THE 


GUNMEN DID NOT SEEM TO BE OVERLY CONCERNED ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY 
OF A RESCUE ATTEMPT. OUTSIDE OF THE STRATEGIC DEPLOYMENT OF 
CANS OF FLAMMABLE LIQUID, BELIEVED TO BE BENZENE, 

DID NOT OBSERVE ANY TYPE OF DEFENSIVE ACTIVITY OR PLANNING 


UNDERTAKEN BY THE GUNMEN. 


STATED THAT THE GUNMEN APPEARED, 


AT TIMES, TO BE SCHIZOPHRENIC BECAUSE 0 THE FREQUENT DRASTIC 
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BETWEEN THE GUNMEN ANE^IE PASSENGERS. SAI^THAT 

PASSENGER LEON KLINGHOFFER WAS NOT TAKEN TO THIS DECK. FROM THIS- 


POINT FORWARD KLINGHOFFER' S ABSENCE WAS EXPLAINED TO HIS WIFE 
AND OTHER PASSENGERS AS BEING THE RESULT OF HEART PALPATATION . 
MRS. KLINGHOFFER WAS ASSURED BY THE GUNMEN AS WELL AS ‘THE SHIP'S 


CREW MEMBERS THAT HE WAS BEING TAKEN CARE OF. 


HOWEVER, 


BELIEVED THAT KLINGHOFFER WAS IN FACT MURDERED WHILE THE AMERICAN 
PASSENGERS WERE LOCATED ON THIS SMALL STEEL DECK. 

I I SAID THAT ONCE THE PASSENGERS WERE ARRANGED ON THIS 


SMALL DECK, HE NOTICED THAT THEY WERE WATCHED FROM ABOVE BY 
TWO GUNMEN. HE NOTICED THE COASTLINE OF WHAT HE BELIEVED TO BE 


SYRIA ABOUT TWO MILES IN THE DISTANCE. AFTER THE PASSENGERS 


HAD BEEN SETTLED ON THIS DECK FOR SEVERAL MINUTES, 


RECALLED 


HEARING WHAT HE DISTINCTLY BELIEVED TO BE TWO GUNSHOTS. 

I WAS CERTAIN THAT THESE SOUNDS WERE FOLLOWED SHORTLY 


THEREAFTER BY TWO SPLASHING SOUNDS. 


SAID THE THOUGHT 


IMMEDIATELY OCCURRED TO HIM THAT THE ABSENT KLINGHOFFER HAD BEEN 


SHOT. HE BELIEVED THAT THE LOCATION FROM WHICH THE SOUNDS 
EMMANATED WAS IN THE AFT STARBOARD SECTION OF THE SHIP. WHILE 
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ITALIAN CREW MEMBERS CLEANING UP AN AREA OP THE FLOOR WHILE 
ON THE WAY TO THIS PLAYROOM AND RECALLED THINKING THAT THEY 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN CLEANING BLOOD LEFT FROM WHAT HE THOUGHT HAD 
BEEN THE SHOOTING OF PASSENGER KLINGHOFFER. HE SAID THAT, AT 
ANY RATE, THE GUNMAN DID NOT SEEM TO BE CONCERNED ABOUT THIS 
ACTIVITY ON THE PART OF THE CREW MEMBERS. THE GUNMAN DID 
BECOME ENRAGED HOWEVER WHEN THREE QTHER CREW MEMBERS SHOWED UP 
IN THE AREA SHORTLY THEREAFTER APPARENTLY WITHOUT AUTHORIZATION. 

I RECALLED THAT THIS CHILDREN'S PLAY AREA WAS DOWNSTAIRS 


FROM THE MAIN LOUNGE AND IN THE VICINITY OF A BARBER'S SHOP. 

HE SAID THAT THE PASSENGERS WERE LEFT ALONE HERE, BEHIND A 
CLOSED DOOR FOR APPROXIMATELY TWO HOURS. IT WAS DURING THEIR 

I THOUGHT OF A PLAN WHEREBY HE MIGHT 


DETAINMENT HERE THAT 


BE ABLE TO SAVE SOME LIVES IF THE GUNMEN RETURNED AND STARTED 
TO SHOOT THE PASSENGERS. HE SAID HE BELIEVED THIS TO BE A 
DISTINCT POSSIBILITY BECAUSE SUBJECT NUMBER TWO HAD TOLD THEM THAT 
THEY WOULD BE "FINISHED" IN TOO HOURS. 


SAID HE NOTICED 


A CIGAR STAND WITH A HEAVY BOTTOM IN THE AREA AND THOUGHT THAT 

( 

IF SUBJECT NUMBER TWO CAME BACK AND STARTED FIRING HE MIGHT BE 
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DIFFERENTLY THAN THE GERMANS OR THE OTHER EUROPEANS ON BOARD. 

FOR EXAMPLE THE AMERICAN MEN WERE NOT ALLOWED TO USE THE TOILE,T 
FACILITIES, HOWEVER, THE AMERICAN WOMEN WERE ALLOWED TO USE 
THE TOILET FACILITIES. 

FROM TIME TO TIME, THE HIJACKERS, AS SHE DESCRIBED THEM, 

I 

THREATENED THE PASSENGERS WITH THEIR WEAPONS. ALSO, EACH REPEATED 
ANTI-AMERICAN SLOGANS, FOR EXAMPLE "AMERICANS BAD'", "ARAFAT 
GOOD". 

THE HIJACKERS DREW THE SHADES OVER THE WINDOWS WHICH STAYED 
DOWN DURING HER ENTIRE CAPTIVITY. THE LIGHTS WERE KEPT ON DAY 
AND NIGHT, PLUS THE DOORS LEADING INTO THE LOUNGE AREA WERE 
LOCKED. 

THE HIJACKERS WERE EXTREMELY AGGITATED AND SHOUTED TO EACH 
OTHER FREQUENTLY. SEVERAL HAND-HELD RADIOS WERE IN CONSTANT 
USE. I I MENTIONED THAT THE GUARDS DISPATCHED TO WATCH THE 


PASSENGERS WERE TALKING TO OTHER COLLEAGUES IN THE CAPTAIN'S 
BRIDGE AREA. ALSO, SHE BELIEVED THE HIJACKERS WERE TALKING TO 
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SUPPORTERS ON SHORE . 

ONE OF THE HIJACKERS APPEARED TO BE IN CHARGE. SHE DID 
NOT KNOW THIS MANS AGE, BUT SHE DESCRIBED HIM AS THE MEANEST, 
APPROXIMATELY 5 '7" TALL, WORE A GREY SHIRT AND HEAVY JACKET TYPE 
VEST. HE ALSO HAD GRENADES STRAPPED AROUND HIS WAIST. THE 
GRENADES WERE BROWNISH IN COLOR. 

DURING THE FIRST NIGHT A CONSTANT BARRAGE OF RADIO TRAFFIG 
CONTINUED UNABATED. SHE UNDERSTOOD THE HIJACKERS WERE TALKING 
TO TUNIS. NO OTHER EPISODES OCCURRED THAT EVENING. 

ON TUESDAY, OCTOBER 8, 1985, AT APPROXIMATELY 11:00 A.M. , 

THE GROUP OF 12 AMERICANS WERE INSTRUCTED TO LEAVE THE LOUNGE 
AREA. SHE WALKED ALONG WITH THE OTHER AMERICANS TO AN OUTSIDE 
DECK. THE GROUP REACHED THIS DECK BY CLIMBING DOWN A LDDER. 

MR. KLINGHOFFER DID NOT ACCOMPANY THE GROUP SINCE HE WAS CONFINED 
TO A WHEELCHAIR. 

MRS. KLINGHOFFER PLEADED WITH THE HIJACKERS NOT TO HARM 
HER HUSBAND. THEY ASSURED HER THAT NOTHING WOULD HAPPEN TO 
HIM. 

WHEN THE GROUP ARRIVEDON THE OUTSIDE DECK, THE AMERICANS 
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WERE ARRANGED IN A SEMI-CIRCLE, APPROXIMATELY TWO TO THREE BODY 
LENGTHS APART. WHEN PUT INTO PLACE, ANOTHER SIX OR SEVEN 
PASSGERS WERE BROUGHT ON THE DECK. THE GROUP CONSISTED OF 
ENGLISH SCHOOL GIRLS. ALSO, AN ELDERLY AUSTRIAN COUPLE APPEARED. 
THE HIJACKERS THREATENED THE GROUP, TELLING THEM THAT IF THEIR 
DEMANDS WERE NOT MET, A HELICOPTER WOULD FLY OVER THE DECK AND 
SHOOT THEM. TO ENHANCE THEIR THREAT, THE HIJACKERS PLACED TWO 
LARGE CANS OF BENZENE IN THE MIDDLE OF THE GROUP. 

THE HIJACKERS DEMANDED THAT 50 OF THEIR COLLEAGUES BE RELEASED 
FROM JAIL. SHE DID NOT KNOW THE SPECIFIC LOCATIONS WHERE THE 
HIJACKERS COLLEAGUES WERE BEING HELD. 

THE GROUP REMAINED ASSEMBLED ON THE DECK FOR APPROXIMATELY 
FOUR HOURS. 


DID NOT HEAR ANYTHING UNUSUAL DURING THIS 
TIME NOR DID SHE SEE MR. KLINGHOFFER AFTER LEAVING THE LOUNGE 
AREA. 


AFTER FOUR HOURS, AT APPROXIMATELY 4:00 P.M., THE GROUP WAS 
BROUGHT EN MASS BACK INSIDE'. BEFORE ENTERING THE LOUNGE AREA, 
THE AMERICANS WERE BROUGHT INTO A ROOM', WHICH SHE DESCRIBED 
AS THE CHILDREN'S PLAYROOM. PRIOR TO ENTERING THE PLAYROOM, SHE 
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NOTICED A CREW MEMBER WASHING DOWN PART OF THE DECK AREA. THE 
FEELING AMONG THE AMERICANS WAS EXTREMELY SLIM. SHE BELIEVED 
THE HIJACKERS HERDED THE AMERICANS INTO THE PLAYROOM TO KILL 
THEM. AFTER TWO HOURS, THE GROUP WAS MOVED BACK INTO THE LOUNGE. 
IT WAS APPROXIMATELY 6:00 P.M. 

MRS. KLINGHOFFER ASKED ONE OF THE HIJACKERS' WHERE HER HUSBAND 
WAS. SHE WAS TOLD HE HAD SUFFERED A HEART ATTACK AND WAS THEN 


TAKEN TO THE SHIP'S HOSPITAL. 


HUSBAND MENTIONED TO 


MRS. KLINGHOFFER THAT HE BELIEVED HER HUSBAND HAD BEEN KILLED. 

THAT SAME EVENING,- THE HIJACKERS SELECTED THREE WOMEN FROM 
THE 'AMERICAN GROUP. THEY WERE BROUGHT TO THE FRONT OF THE GROUP 
AND SEATED IN CHAIRS. ONE OF THE HIJACKERS REMOVED SEVERAL 
GRENADES FROM HIS BELT, PLACED THE GRENADES ON THEIR CHAIRS 


AND THREATENED TO PULL THE PINS OUT.' THIS EPISODE LASTED FOR 
APPROXIMATELY ONE HOUR. 


ACTIVITIES PICKED UP LATER ON THAT EVENING, SINCE THE 
HIJACKERS ANNOUNCED THEY WERE LEAVING THE' NEXT MORNING AT 
6:30 A.M. DURING THIS TIME, MRS. KLINGHOFFER' PLEADED WITH THE 


HIJACKERS TO SEE HER HUSBAND.
